1 was there in 
the bank several days and I 
noticed especially and I remem- 
ber it was his daughter because 
she was his favorite daughter 
and he would take her down 
and buy her lunch and she was 
around the bank like she was a 
big man. 

I didn’t think of her, how- 
ever, before.I thought of Mr. 
Haves, who is chief teller of 
the First National Bank and I 
think he has a very young child 
and I thought of that first, and 
thought we would be abie to 
get the money from him much 
easier, easier because he is a 
chief officer of the bank and 
handles hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and while I was in 
the bank I saw all the money 
shipments come in and used to 
go around the vaults and any 
place. in the bank and knew 
practically everyone in the 
bank. 


Telis of Kidnaping Plans. 

Well, in order to get this lit- 
tle girl, this younger girl, I was 
afraid it would be harder to 
handle her. She was a baby and 
would probably cry. I thought 
either Mr. Haves or Parker, 
either one would have sense 
enough to consider a $1500 an 
easy settlement in consideration 
of their own daughter. I meant 
no harm to either one, but I 
thought it would be easier to 
handle the older girl than a 
little child. So this man and I 
both went out and he wanted 
to see her and get a look at 
her and I looked in the tele- 
phone book to see where Mr. 
Parker lived. J went to a house 
to see her when she came from 
school and I saw her riding 
around on a bicycle but I didn't 
know she had a twin sister un- 
til Thursday morning. 

I parked by the house early so 
I could see her leave for school 
and could see what school she 
went to. and it popped into my 
mind that if I went for her at 
the school, I could get her that 
way. There was no plan. But I 
had been thinking about it ani 
it popped in my mind when I 
saw the girl that morning. I 
did not plan. out the results 
ahead of that until I saw her 
that morning and that after- 
noon--you have read in the pa- 
pers how it all happened. i 
went and told the teacher that 
her father had been in an ac- 
cident and this other girl care 
over to see which ‘one of the 
girla I wanted and I said I 
wanted the younger one. She 
looked younger. but it turne. 
out they were twins but she did 
not question me in any way. 

Anyway, she wanted to g0 
home as soon as possible and I 
thought if the father was will- 
ing to hand over the money and 
he had it, it was perfectly al: 
right and as soon as I got it 
over with, the better it would 
be for me anyway. So I called 
up her father and he said he 
had the money and we planned 
@ meeting and that was, we 
were to meet at a certain street.

Says Child Was Calm. 


She took it calm as could be

Feared Trap by Detectives. 

They lived on Gramercy 
street, which is just one block 
north, and these two cars 
stopped and when I saw them 
I was absolutely certain they 
were detectives and they were 
going to try and trap us and I 
concluded to take the girl back 
and turn her over to the man 
again. I wrote them another 
letter and this other man sug- 
gested that 1 was getting the 
time too near, but that would 
make it much safer and they 
were making such a big search 
he was afraid they would find 
the girl. 

So Saturday when he came 
to the apartment for this suit- 
case and when he opened it up 
and showed me how it was, I 
was sure surprisgl. He said, 
“The police are already sus- 
picious of the place,” and he 
said she was crying and he 
tried to stop her or something 
like that, and he figured that 
the safest way would be to ¢€0 
ahead and fix it that way and 
for me to keep my suitcase in

A jolly league of nations—19 
nations—gathered ‘round a Christ- 
mas tree last night at Centenary

In the same row, Mofa, 43, 
stood up, rested her chin on the 
back of the chair in front, in ;er 
absorption twisted her hands into 
all sorts of improbable shapes and 
nearly wrecked her neat hair-rib- 
bon. Their parents applauded, 
smiled respectfully at the jokes, 
and listened with silence and at- 
tention not often found in purely 
American audiences. 

Groups Sing Native Anthems. 

But that was nothing to the way 
the native-born applauded the for- 
eigners’ part of the program. As 
they gathered at the tables, from 
each group in turn swelled its na- 
tive Christmas anthem. 

There was something of the ra- 
clal turbulence and ruggedness in 
the hymn of Hungary. The Rus- 
sian song was instinct with the 
breadth, the tragedy and passion- 
ate hopes of that great land. Hach 
partook of the nature of ite native 
hills and fields, from the “Stille 
Nacht” of the frost-cleared skies 
and lighted windows of Germany 
to the dreamy and rhythmic “Tu 
Scende Dalle Stelle’’ from the star- 
lit slopes of Italy. 

Churchwomen remarked that in 
each there seemed a note of sad- 
ness. And why hot? Each was 
compact with memories of many 
friends gathéred together far away 
from a church assembly hall in 
this great and bewildering New 
World. 

“I don’t know anything about 
Italy,” an Italian boy replied to a 
question about the anthem hie 
mother sang. and a Sunday school 
musician, aside to her companien, 
regretted that, in adopting Wiiat 
seemed admirable to them in the 
New World, these proudly Ameri- 
can children should forget what 
seemed to her no less admirablé in 
the Old.

Each group gave the native 
Christmas greeting. Then a calf 
for Americans, and one unanimous 
shout, “Merry Christmas.” Here 
is the holiday wish of each nation 
as they gave it and later wrote it 
down.

But what proof 
did Mr. Avila have that these documents 
were genuine? None, tf we are to judge 
by Mr. Hearst’s statement. except that Mr. 
Avila received a giowing letter of recom- 
mendation from Capt. Gallagher in 1919. 
Mr. Hearst's conception of what constitutes 
proof of the nuineness of documents 
which might imperil] the peace ef the world 
is, to put simpiy. a rather primitive con- 
ception.

EPORTED opposition to ath- 

letic conditions at Washing- 
ton University by faculty offi- 
cialg is natural. They feel that 
intellectual development is being 
in some respects made secondary 
to physical, thus subordinating 
the real purpose of the institu- 
tion. 

This is not strictly the case. 
The educational machine func- 
tions as effectively as of yore. 
Graduates numerically increase, 
year by year, and the athletes 
figure in the class room quite as 
well as the non-athletic, for the 
most part. 

The real fact is that physical 
development is NOT. encroaching 
on intellectuay and educational 
progress, but that “overempha- 
sis” makes it seem so. Sports 
are given columns of publicity, 
where classroom activities re- 
ceive not a line. 

Athletic interest, as a 
fui diversion for student workers, 
is necessary. And interest can 
be maintained only’ by athletic 
success. That is why Washing- 
ton seemingly ought to encour- 
age winning teams, instead of 
planning to minimize them—if 
that truly is the plan.
